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Hereas the Prince of Ora»ge and his Adherents, 
Who d:ſiga fozthWith to Invade Dur Kingdoms , 
in 02der thereunto have contrived and framed ſeveral 
Lreaſonable Papers and Declarations, Hoping 
thereby to Deduce Dur People, and (if it were pol⸗ 
ſible) to coxrupt Pur Army, a very great Number 
whereof being Pzinted, ſeveral Perſons are ſenf 
and employed to diſperſe the ſame throughout Our 
Kingdoms: And althongh ail Perſons (as well in 
Criminal as in other Caſes) are bound to take 
FTT 2 notice ef the Law at their Peril; Pet to the intent 
Need that none may think to eſcape due Dumſchment, oz 
to crcuſe themſelves when they (hall be Detected, by 
pretending Jgnozance of the nature of their Crime; We are Gzaciouſly 
pleaſed by this Dur Royal Proclamation , Publiſhed by the Advice of Dur 
P2ivy Council, to fozelvarn and admon all Pur Subjects, of what 
Degree oz Quality ſoever, that they do not Publiſh, Dilperſe, Repeat 02 
Hand about the laid Zreaſonable Papers oꝛ Declarations, 2 any of them, 
oz any other Paper 62 Papers of ſuch like nature, no preſume to Read, 
Receive , Conceal oz Keep the ſaid DTreaimnable Papers oz Declara- 
tions „ 02 any of them, oz any other Paper 82 Papers ok ſuch like nature, 
without Diſcovering and Revealing the lame as ſpeedulp as may be, to 
ſome ok Dur Privy Council, oz to ſaine of Our Judges, Juſtices of the 
Peace oz other Publick Magiſtrates, upon Peril of being Pꝛolecuted accoꝛd⸗ 
ing to the utmoſt Severity of Taw.
